Speeie-Payments, 


All Amendments Rejected, and 
Debate Limited. 


The Naval-Appropriations Bill in the

Reasons Why a Central Pacific Investi- 
gation Was Refused. 


THE SENATE FINANCE BILL. 
IT 1S PASSED WITHOUT AMENDMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Dec. 22.—The Senate 
promptly passed the finance bill this afternoon. 
Senator Sherman’s speech explanatory of the 
bill was heard with marked attention. Upon the 
close of his speech the Democrats, without ven- 
turing to oppose the bill to a great extent 
upon its merit, sought to inmterpose ob- 
stacles to its passage. The Democratic 
speeches were entirely of a negative character, 
and consisted of a rehearsal of some of their old 
arguments of last spring, suggestions of differ- 
ent days for specie resumption, and repeated in- 
terrogations to Senator Sherman, unaccompanied 
by any propositions for any improvement of the 
bill. A number of 

AMENDMENTS CRAFTILY WORDED 
to endeavor to break the solid Republican yote 
for the bill were offered, but were always defeat- 
ed by a united Republican vote. The Republican 
Senators who last winter were so widely divided 
upon the finance question were a unit on the 
bill before the Senate. It seemed evident that 
the session might last far into the night, 
if wt did not continue till morning, for 
Senator Sherman had given motice that he did 
not propose to give way for an adjournment until 
a final disposition was made of the bill. The 
Democrats fought it etep by step in the after- 
noon, but soon after the gas was lighted seemed 
to become convinced that their factious opposi- 
tion would not make any breach in the Republi- 
can ranks, and about 7 o'clock 
THE FINAL VOTE 

was taken. The three Independente—Sprague, 
Tipton and Hamilton—voted with theDemocrats. 
Saulsbury was the only Democrat who voted 
with the Republicans. It was a novel spectacle 
to see Logan, Ferry, Oglesby, and Morton vot- 
ing aye upon the finance question with Sherman, 
Schurz, Anthony, and Edmunds. The old di- 
vision in the Republican ranks upon the 
finance question had entirely disappeared, 
There were no  inflationist Republi- 
cans, or contractionist Republicans, or 
sectional Republicans, but the Republican Sena- 
tors asa body voted squarely in favor of a bill 
fixing a day for the resumption of specie pay- 
ment. The Democratic Senators, with their 
three Independent allies, voted with equal 
unanimity against the bill, and made a united 
record against @ measure for specie payment. 
A Republican Senator remarked. after the vote, 
that the unity of the vote would do more to con- 
solidate the Republican party than anything that 
had occurred for years. 

THE MOST VULNERABLE PART OF THE BILL 
was the absence of a provision for the destruc- 
tion of the redeemed legal tenders and fractional 
currency. This point the hard-money Demo- 
crats especially attacked. ‘The inflationist 
Democrats, of the type represented by Merri- 
man, were bitterly opposed to the Dill, 
and certainly could not see any inflafion in it. 
Sherman showed that the objection§ of the 
Democrats were not practical, as they @ould not 
be i rly realized for some years. 

he bill will probably pass the Hous¢, but it is 
noé so strong m the House as in the Se@ate. 

THE DEBATE IN THE SENATE. 
[To the Associated Press.) © 

Wasuineton, D. C., Senate 
to-day, the Finance bill having been, ken up, 
Mr. Sherman said he did not intend ® reopen 
the debate on the financial topics of the last 
session. The Senate was composed of fhe same 
persons now, and it was idle to reopgén it. It 
was now less than three months from thie time of 
adjournment, and there was a generag feeling 
that Congress should do something., He de- 
sired to say to the Senate that ev word, 
every line, of this bill tended toward the an- 

nouncement in the title. The bill might fall 
short in many particulars, but at was 
one which demanded reasonable comcessions 
from every Senator. He theo explaimed the 
various provisions of the bill, and said the first 
section, providing for the redemptiomof frac- 
tional eurrency with coin, met the approval of 
both the Secretary of the Treasury and Pfesident. 
The second section, which repealed fhe law 
making a charge of one-fifth of 1 percent for 
converting standard gold bullion into @oin, re- 
quired a sacrifice on the partof the Govern- 
ment to the extent of $85,000 per annd@m, that 
being the amount levied last year up@m those 
who brought gold bullion to be made into coin. 
The third section of the bill provided fr free 
banking. Under the present law banking was 
virtually free in some of the Western and 
Southern States, but in the great com- 
mercial centres of the country it was not 
free. This free-banking section, therefore, pro- 
vided for the enlargement of the volume of the 
currency in case the business of the country de- 
manded it. It also proposed to redeem United 
States notes to the extent of 80 per cent of the 
amount of the new bank-notes issued. The sec- 
tion did not propose either contraction or ex- 
pansion of the currency, leaving it to be gov- 
erved by the business wants of the community. 

The bill also provided ample meavs to main- 
tain and provide for specie resumption, 
and no Senator could doubt that, if the 
bill became a law, specie payments would 
be resumed on the Ist of January, 
1879. If efforts should be made by Senators 
engraft other questions on this bill they would 
lead to its defeat. He reviewed the several plans 
for specie resumption heretofore considered by 
the Senate, and said he had been compelled to 
surrender his ideas in regard to resumption. 

THE POWER TO REISSUE. 

Mr. Schurz inquired if 80 per cent of the legal- 
tenders redeemed were to be reissued. __ 

Mr. Sherman said that would be a question for 
consideration four years from now, OF a5 8000 as 
the amount of legal-tenders be reduced to $3080, - 

He did not think anything should be 
said in this bill as to whethor that 80 per cent 
should be destroyed or reissued. No man knew 


how fast the new notes would be issued, but their 
issue would undoubtedly ~ 
REVIVE THE BUSINESS INTERESTS 

of the country. Before the arrival of the time 
when legal tenders would be reduced to #300,- 
000,000, one or two Congresses would have met 
and disappeared, and he thought it much better 
to leave the question of destroying or reissuing 
that money to them. 

Mr. Schurz—The Senator then admits that the 
Secretary may reissue the 80 percent again ? 

_Mr. Sherman—I do not make any such admis- 
sion, 

Continuing his argument, he said it would not 
be wise to introduce into this bill s controversy 
which would destroy that unity by which the 
good it contained could be accomplished. He 
approved the bill because every portion of it 
tended to specie payments. 

Mr. Schurz said Congress onght to make the 
bill as clear as possible. The Senator (Sherman) 
knew from his own experience that it the least 
loop-hole be left the Treasury might reissue 
$30,000,000 or $40,000,000 as it did once before. 

Mr. Thurman said the first and second sections 
of the bill were ail right, but the third section 
he thought very weak. This was abill ofa great 
deal of omission and the least possible commis- 
sion. For a year past there had been free bank- 
ing in Many portions of the country, and the con- 
sequence was that 

THE CUBBENCY HAD INCREASED 
about $1,500,000. Pass this bill, and he ven- 
tured the assertion that the increase of National 
Bank currency in the next four years would not 
be over $10,000,000, and the retirement of green- 
backs not over $8,000,000. The panic upon the 
country was the result of over-trading and ex- 
travagance until at last the bubble burst, and 
there came a season of retrenchment and econo- 
my. In the history of this country it was shown 
that the business of the country never revived 
in a less period than four years after 
@ panic. Nothing but time, honesty, econo- 
my, and retrenchment would set business 
in motion, and make the country prosperous. It 
could not be done by tinkering, or by bills which 
omitted everything and contained nothing. He 
OFFERED AN AMENDMENT 
asian additional section: That from and after 
June 30, 1875, one-twentieth part of the customs 
duties shail be payable in United States legal- 
tender notes or in National Bank-notes, and aiter 
June 30, 1876, one-tenth, and after June 30, 
1577, one-fifth part thereof may be paid. 
OTHER AMENDMENTS. 

Mr. Bogy moved to amend the amendment by 
striking out all after the word ‘‘ that” in the 
first line, and inserting in lien thereof a pro- 
viso that on and after July 1, 1875, the duties 
on imports be paid in _ ilegal-tender 
notes or coin at the oe of the importer. He 
spoke at some length in supportof his amend- 
ment, and said he would vote for the bill report- 
ed from the Finance Committee with his amend- 
ment attached toit; otherwise he would vote 
against the bill. 

Mr. Bayard inquired of the Chairman of the 
Finance Committee (Sherman) if he would ob- 
ject to inserting the word ‘*' destroy “ after the 
word *‘ redeem ” wm the third section, so that * 
would read ‘it shail be the duty of the Secretary 
of the Treasary to redeem and destroy iegal- 
tender United States notes in excess only of 
$300,000,000,” etc. 

Mr. Sherman said that he had stated before 
that in his opinion that question should be 
left to the future, and he could not consent to 
the amendment. 

Mr. Bayard said the honorable Senator (Sher- 
man) had betrayed here both bis embarrass- 
ment and his displeasure when such questions 
were asked him. He (Bayard) hoped the coun- 
try would notice the answer of the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, who, representing his 
party friends bere, declined to allow the bill to 
be amended. It was well known for years past 
that the Treasury Department had been gov- 
erned without law in & manner, and money 
redeemed would be reissucd unless a prohibi- 
tion be inserted inthe bill. He thought this a 
doubie-faced bill, and it seemed to him to be 
juggling with a question which ought to bea 
matter of honest business. 

The question being on Bogy’s amendment to 
the amendment, it was rejected without a divis- 
ion. A vote was then taken on Mr. Thurman’s 
amendment, and it was rejected—yeas, 15; nays, 
33 


Mr. Saulebury moved to strike out 1879, as the 
time for return to specie-payments, aud to insert 
1877. Rejected. 

Mr. Hamilton moved to strike out all after 
the enacting clause of the bill, and to insert in 
place thereof, ‘‘that from and after the 4th of 
July, A. D. 1876, nothing but gold and silver 
shall be a legal tender for the payment of debts 
contracted thereafter.” 

MR STEVENSON 
said he was opposed to the bill reported by the 
Committees, because m voting forit he would 
not know whether he was voting for contraction 
or expansion. He was unwilling to leave it in 
the power of any Secretary of the Treasury to 
expand the currency at his pleasure. He had 
great faith in the honesty and good faith of the 
resent Secretary of the Treasury, but would not 
ove such a power in the hands of any Secretary, 
either Republican or Democrat. 

AMENDMENT WITHDRAWN. 

Mr. Hamilton said he would withdraw his 
amendment. 

Mr. Edmunds objected, and said it could not 
be withdrawn. 

A call for the yeas and nays having been de- 
manded, the Chair (Mr. Allison) ruled it could be 
withdrawn, the yeas and nays not having been 
ordered. 

A demand was made, but the Senate did not 
order them. The amendment was then with- 
drawn. 

CARPENTER PROTESTS. 

Mr. Carpenter said he desired to put in a pro- 
test upon the ruling of the Chair upon the de- 
mand for the yeas and nays. The demand had 
been made, and the question should have been 
put, if the Senate would order them, before the 
Senator from Maryland could be permitted to 
withdraw his amendment. 

MR. SCHURZ FAVORS THE BILL. 

Mr. Schurz said he would vote for the bill in 
spite of all its defects. He would vote for it be- 
cause it contained a pledge to return to specie- 
payment in 1879, aud members of this body 
voting for the bill would do all in their 
power to make that pledge good. He did 
not think all the financial ability of America 
was confined within the walls of this chamber, 
aud he predicted to-day that the financial minds 
of the country would say that the provisions of 
the bill were inadequats to carry out the propo- 
sition named in its title. He thought the bill 
would leave the currency of the country in the 
same condition in which it found it. He offered 
no factious opposition toit. He didnot think 
it would produce a quiet, soothing effect upon 
the business of the country. The Senator from 
Ohio (Sherman) knew the bill could not be 
passed before the holidays, and why not let it be 
recommitted, that some feature to specie 
resumption might be incorporated. He moved 
that the bill be recommitted to the Committee 
on Finance, with instructions to incorporate in 
it such provisions as are calculated to prepare the 
way for specie-payment. Rejected. 

Mr. Schurz then moved to amend the third 
section of the bill so as to provide that not less 
than 22,000,000 in legal-tender notes shall be re- 
tired monthly by the Secretary of the Treasury, 
and the legal-tender notes so retired shall be 
canceled and destroyed. Rejected—yeas, 10; 
nays, 44. 

The bill was then read a third time, and passed 
—yeas, 32 ; nays, 14,—-as follows:

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC. 
RESULT OF THE RECENT INVESTIGATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasuincrox, D. C., Dec. 22.--In the matter 
of the investigation into the alleged Credit Mo- 
bilier of the Central Pacific Railroad by the 
House Pacific Railroad Committee, the follow- 
ing resolution has been adopted by that Com- 
mittee : 
Resolved, That no facts have been laid before the 
Committee in support of the resolution referred to 


this Committee by the House of Representatives on 
July 12, 1874, which will, in the opinion of this Com- 
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mittee, justify them in recommending the appoint- 


ment of a special committee, as asked for by such 
resolution. 

This resolution, which was moved by Hough- 
ton, of California, was carried by a vote of 9 to 
3, one not voting. The Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, Philetus Sawyer, of Wisconsin, was in- 
structed to report this resolution, together with 
the report of the Sub-Committee, to the House, 
to be printed and recommitted. The report will 
be submitted at an early day. 

The reasons 

FOR THE ACTION OF THE COMMITTEE 

are given in the somewhat voluminous report of 
the Sub-Committee, of which the following is a 
synopsis: The determination of this case in- 
volves an inquiry into the relations existing be- 
tween the Company and the Govern- 
ment, and the ascertainment of the lia-

he original acts relative to the Pacific Railroad 
bear date Jan. 2, 1864, with an amendment, July 
3, 1866. The Central Pacific Railroad Company 
accepted the conditions of these acts by filing its 
assent in the Department of theInterior. These 
laws authorized the construction of a railroad 
and telegraph line from the Missouri River to 
the Pacific Ocean, with certain branch lines from 
the 100th meridian, to be completed by July, 
1876. The title of the corporation was to be the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company. The Central 
Pacific Railroad Company was 

CREATED BY THE LAWS OF CALIFORNIA, 

and derives all of its powers from the laws of 
that State. Nocorporate powers were conferred 
upon it by the General Government. Certain 
grants of lands and bonds were given to this 
Company to facilitate the construction of the 
roads. These grants were made upon the condi- 
tions that the Company should pay the bonds at 
maturity and perform certain services for the 
Government. The Central Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany has fully complied with tbe law 
with respect to tbe construction of the 
road and performance of the services 
for the Government, although the time to which 
its construciion was limited has not yet expired. 
Part of the road constructed by the Central 
Pacific has for several years been in successful 
and profitable operation. The earnings of the 
road have been as follows : 


The net earnings for 1873 were $8,281.649. It 
is estimated that under the law the Company 
will receive from the Government 

9,100,000 aAcREs, 
of which patente have been issued to June 39, 
1873, for 344,144 acres. The Government subsidy 
bonds, includiog those issued to the Western Pa- 
cifie Road, amount to $27,853,000. On these 
bonds interest has been paid by the Gov- 
ernment to the amount of $9,243,000. 
There has been repaid in transportation by the 
Company $1,049,000. The default of the Com- 
pany must be considered with respect to the in- 
terest on the bonds, and as to the 5 per centum 
on the net earnings of the railroad. As to the 
interest on the bonds, it is well known that there

GREAT DIFFERENCE OF OPINION 

among attorneys as to whether the Company is 
required by the law to pay the interest on the 
bonds before maturity. ether or not the Com- 
pany is in default by not paying the interest 
depends on a decision of the legal question as to 
their duties under the law. Five per centum of 
the net earnings of the road is required to be 
paid to the Government to be applied to the 
payment of the subsidy-bonds and interest. It 
is claimed by the Company that it is not liable to 
pay any part of its earniogs until the railroad 
has been accepted by the United States as com- 
pleted. This question is a legal one, and 
® law has already been passed requiring 
the Attorney-General to bring suit against 
these roads for the § per cent This 
suit is pow being pressed. As the question of 
default is therefore in process of adjudication by 
the courts, it would be unwise to call on the in- 
vestigation to proceed when the courts are 
better calculated to make such investigation 
than any Congressional committee. As to the 
withholding of money due to the road on the 
transportation account, Congress has aiready 

assed a law directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to withhold it, and permitting the Cen- 
tral Pacific to go to the Court of Claims to test 
the right of the Seoretary of the Treasury so to 
do. The Central Pacific bas already 

BROUGHT SUIT IN THE COURT OF CLAIMS 

to test that question. 

The report of the Committee concludes ;

THE PACIFIC MAIL SWINDLE, 
THE COMPANY'S “ STATISTICAL”’ MANIA, 
Special Diapatch to I'he Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 22.—The proposition 
to vay for the entertainment of King Kalakaua 
recalls the appropriation made for the entertain- 
ment of the Japanese Embassy.

He has said that he will rot in jail before he 
will tell.

THE NAVY BILL. 
AN OFT-TOLD TALE.

Wasnrnotox, D. C., Dec. 22.—The Honse 
passed the Naval Appropriation bill.

A VERY AMUSING DEBATE 
upon the subject of the employment of 
men in navy-yards just before elec 
tion. The prominent instance of the 
Charlestown, Mass.. Navy-Yard was 
brought up. The Republican journals of Boston 
have admitted that an extraordinary number of 
men were colonized in that yard in the interest 
of Gooch against Banks. Gooch to-day was 
called upon to explain this use of men, and said 
that they were all employed for the sole pur- 
pose of preserving the live-oak timber, of which 
alarge quantity wae in store. His defense 
caused great amusement in the House, and he is 
hkely to be calied 
LIVE-OAK GOOCH, 
as was once the famous Law, who, under sim- 
_ circumstances, became known as ‘' Live-oak 
aw.” 

Some of the Democrats were fair enough to 
acknowledge that the use of the navy-yards as 
political machines was not a Republican novelty, 
but was a hereditary abuse from Democratic 
days. ‘The henchmen of Hamlin, in the Kittery 
Navy-Yard, of which Burleigh complamed, have 
been in that yard for twenty-five years, and fol- 
lowed Hamlin from Democracy to Re 
ism. 

NOTES AND NEWS. 
DB. CANISIUS PROVIDED FOR, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasurncton, D. C., Dec. 22.—Anthony 0. 
Hesing has met another defeat. Emil Hoechater, 
of Chicago, Hesing’s pet in the days when his 
smiles brought places, is to be removed from the 
Consulship at Barmen, Germany. Dr. Canisius, 
lately removed from a Commissionership of the 
Illinois Penitentiary, is thought, somewhat re- 
motely, to take Hoechster’s place. The change 
is to be brought about in this way: The present 
Consul at Bristol, England, Stanton, who is an 
Illinois appointment, is to be transferred to 
Barmen, and Dr. Canisius is to be nontmated to 
succeed the latter at Bristol. Canisius is not 
to be appointed to Barmen for the 
reason that Secretary Fish is unyielding in his 
determination not to have any German-Ameri- 
cap citizens sent as Consular officers to Father- 
land. Canisius will suffer from this resolution 
of Fish, as Barmen, which is one of the most 
valuable Consulates of Germany, is much more 
profitable than Bristol. 

THE MAINE SENATORSHIP. 

Some of the Maine Congrerysmen here think 
that Hamlin’s re-election to the Senate is by no 
means secure. The latest and most formidable 
candidate is John Peters, former member of 
Congress, now SupremeJudge. It is not impos- 
sible that Speaker Blaine, in view of the politi- 
cai events since last October, may be selecied as 
a candidate in the event of the probable defeat 
of Hamlin. 

THE HOLIDAY RECESS. 

In the Senate, the House resolution fixing sa 
holiday recess would have passed, but Senator 
West, of Louisiana, objected. Asasingle ob- 
jection renders it impossible to act on the House 
resolution, it went over, but will doubiless be 
concurred in to-morrow. Nearly fifty leaves of 
absence were granted in the House before 
adjournment, so that, even if the Senate does 
not concur, there will not be a quorum for busi- 
ness in the House.

The House Committee on Pacific Railroaes 
passed a resolution yesterday declaring that 
no facts have been laid before it to justify an 
investigation of the manner in which the 
Central Pacific Road was constructed.

influence the action of Congress. [For the 
purposes of this inquiry, it is immaterial 
whether the Central Pacific Company was 
chartered by the State of California or the 
United States. 


TH? SENATE CURRENCY BILL. 
The bill to regulate the finances agreed 
upon by the caucus of Republican Senators 
on Saturday, and passed by the Senate yes- 
terday, does not appear, upon a closer in- 
spection, to be all that was promised. The 
bill was forced through the Senate in accord- 
ance with the party programme. All amend- 
ments were rejected, and there seemed to be 
a@ desire even to limit debate. But, for ail 
that, the weak parts of the bill were preity 
thoroughly sounded before the vote was 
taken. Mr. SHERMAN was cross-examined by 
Mr. Scuvurz, and was compelled to ad- 
mit that the framers of the bill intentionally 
left undetermined the question as to whether 
the greenbacks redeemed are to be destroyed 
or reissued. This admission is astounding. 
The bill, it seems, proposes to lodge in the 
Secretary of the Treasury the power of in- 
creasing or diminishing the volume of the 
currency as he may see fit. We have already 
had sad experience of the manner in which 
such power may be abused, and, though plac- 
ing the fullest confidence in Secretary Bris- 
Tow, are utterly opposed to so enormous an 
extension of the duties and powers of the 
office which he happens to hold. 
It was also shown in the course of the 
debate that the process of retiring green- 
backs, even if it is honestly conducted to the 
end, will be very gradual. The Treasury notes 
in excess of $300,000,000 are to be retired 
only in the proportion of 80 per cent 
of the increase of National Bank issues. 
‘thus it will require an expansion of the 
circulation of National Bank notes to the 
amount of one hundred millions to warrant 
the reduction of the legal tenders to three 
Lundred millions. Now it is the fact 
that the National Bank circulation already 
aiithorized has not been taken up ; and it is 
not probable that the business of the country 
will revive sufficiently within four years to 
allow of an increase of $100,000,000 in the 
banking capital. Mr. TaurMawn ventured the 
assertion from his place in the Senate yester- 
day, that the increase of National Bank cur- 
rency under the bill will not be over $10,000, - 
000, and the retirement of greenbacks not 
over $8,000,000. His prediction is reasonable 
enough. 
But in spite of all its defects, the bill has 
some value. It contains a pledge that the 
Government will begin the payment of its 
dishonored obligations on a day fixed. This 
pledge will be binding upon the country 
through all the years that intervene. It can- 
not be avoided without disgrace. It will 
stand as a solemn compact between the 
American people and their creditors ; and we 
do not believe any political party which at- 
tempts to break it will be elevated to power. 
If it is the object, then, of the expansion- 
ists in the Senate who have favored this bill 
to throw the currency question over for 
the consideration of a Congress which 
shall meet after the next Presidential elec- 
tion, they have taken a false step. They 
have beforehand pledged the American peo- 
ple to pursue an anti-expansion policy; and 
we do not believe the American people will 
deny the obligations entered into by them 
through their representatives. 


THE PACIFIC MAIL SUBSIDY. 
In 1865, Congress thought it necessary to 
use the mail-service between this country and 
Eastern Asia as a means of ‘encouraging 
American commerce.” The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral was authorized to make a contract with 
the Pacific Mail Company, and did so. The 
Government got a few cents for each letter 
sent by the new route and paid a few dollars 
for the sending. The Pacific Mail made an 
excellent thing out of the job. One of the 
parties to the contract became dissatisfied. 
Oddly enough, the dissatisfaction was not on 
the part of the Government, which was being 
bled, but on that of the Company, which was 
bleeding it. In 1872, the Company sent 
Irwin and $750,000 to Washington, and 
got an act passed, under which the Posi- 
master-General had authority to contract 
with it for “‘an additional monthly mail ser- 
vice” in iron ships, American-built, of not 
less than 4,000 tons. It was further provided 
that the new ships should be inspected, and 
that reports upon them should be submitted 
to the Secretary of the Navy and Postmaster- 
General before they were used in the service. 
Upon compliance with these six conditions, 
the Company was to receive $500,000 a year. 
This was a handsome profit, about 67 per 
cent, on the investment of $750,000. It de- 
pended, in law, as we have shown, upon six 
conditions,—an additional monthly service ; 
the building of iron ships; the build- 
ing of such ships by American labor and 
of American materials; their being of at 
least 4,000 tons; their inspection; and re- 
ports upon their condition to the Postmaster- 
General and the Secretary of the Navy. It 


depended, in fact, upon part of one condi. 


tion. The Company provided some addi- 
tional service, not, we believe, monthly, and 
forthwith it began to draw its subsidy. Af- 
ter this, it ordered one or two ships, of pre- 
cisely what sort nobody knows, since there 
has been no inspection and noreport. The 
late Postmaster-General and the Secretary of 
the Navy seem to have displayed a masterly 
inactivity in the matter, although they per- 
haps could have done nothing. When re- 
seinding the subsidy on account of broken 
conditions was mooted, that shining light 
of American jurisprudence, Attorney-General 
WILLIAMS, gave an opinion that the contract 
must hold good because the Company has 
kindly furnished some additional service, and 
has recently built a ship or two which may 
be of the sort required. This is folly. A 
contract is vitiated either by fraud or by 
breach of condition. The bargain with the 
Pacific Mail Company is therefore doubly 
worthless. The Attorney-General’s legal 
opinions have not been able to command 
much respect since his breakdown in the 
Credit-Mobilier cases. He is by far the 
weakest member of the Cabinet, and is 
probably the poorest Attorney-General the 
country has had for a generation. At pres- 
ent, he appears on the record as a sort of lob- 
byist for the Pacific Mail Company. It is 


not a prond position, especially since Pacific 


Mail subsidy and Pacific Mail swindle seem 
to be convertible terms. 


THE SUBSIDY VOTE IN CONGRESS. 
The vote in the House on Monday last on 


the resolution declaring that the condition of 
the financial affairs of the country demands 
that there be no subsidies of money, or lands, 
or of bonds to any railroad or other private 
corporation, showed that 149 members of the 
House were brought to the record in opposi- 
tion to subsidies, 75 recorded themselves in 
favor of subsidies, and 68 were absent or 
dodged the vote. Those voting against the 
resolution and in favor of subsidies hailed 
from the following States :

The persons who did not vote on this ques- 
tion are of no less importance. There were 
ten absent from Pennsylvania, ten from New 
York, six from Massachusetts, five from Ohio, 
and seven from Illinois. Of the absentees 
from Dlinois, Messrs. Fort and Farwe.xu had 
accompanied the remains of a colleague to 
this city, but why Messrs. Epren, Knapp, 
Barrere, Ray, and Huruevt did not vote, has 
yet to be explained. Mr. Hunxievt has a bill 
of his own proposing to give to some corpo- 
ration a bond subsidy of sixty millions of 
dollars, but this does not explain why he 
omitted to vote against the resolution. 

It is significant that after two weeks’ notice 
this resolution pledging the House against 
subsidies has not been able to obtain more 
than 149 votes in a body which has 288 living 
members. This vote would be more surpris- 
ing, perhaps, if it were not for the fact that 
two-thirds of the present members have not 
been re-elected. 

Treating the vote against this resolution 
and the larger part of the new voting mem- 
bers as really in favor of the various subsi- 
dies, it is worth while to examine it in detail. 
Pennsylvania on this basis gives 18 votes for 
subsidy, Tom Scorr being the ruler of both 
parties in that State. New York counts 12 
votes for subsidy, which is the extent of the 
controlling power of the Wall street gam- 
blers. No Ohio member recorded his vote 
for subsidy, but 5 found it convenient not to 
vote. Texas voted solidly for subsidies, that 
State being particularly interested in Scort’s 
railroad, and for the same reason there 
were 6 votes on the same side from 
Missouri. Five ‘Tennesse members had 
visions, perhaps, of Memphis as_ the 
eastern terminus of a Pacifie road, 
and therefore voted for subsidy. Minnesota, 
the headquarters of Jay Cooke’s Northern Pa- 
cific Road, gave 2 votes for subsidy. 
Georgia, which asks that Congress indorse 
the bonds of a canal company in that State 
for fifty or sixty millions of dollars, gave 6 
votes for subsidies, and Virginia and West 
Virginia, who want a hundred millions of 
bonds for the James River & Kanawaha 
Canal, gave 10 votes for subsidies. These 
were reinforced by odd votes from the South- 
ern States, and also by 3 from Wisconsin, 
1 from Michigan, and 1 from Indiana. 
Oregon wants a subsidy of thirty millions 
for a railroad, and her solitary vote was 
given in that direction. 

What are these subsidies? what do they 
amount to in the aggregate? At this mo- 
ment, taking this vote as an index of the 
views of members, there is less than ten ma- 
jority of the whole House opposed to these 
subsidies, of which the followitg-are the 
more conspicuous :

The aunual interest on these bonds at 5 per 
cent will be $26,750,000 in gold, and, as these 
bonds run forty years, the total outlay for 
interest will be the modest sum of $1,070,- 
000,000 in gold, or equal to one-half the na- 
tional debt. It is somewhat remarkable that 
while all these subsidy managers are irre- 
deemable-paper inilationists, the; neverthe- 
less stipulate in their bills that th. »-incipal 
and interest on all these guarant . »onds 
shall be payable in gold. No greenbac:.s for 
subsidies! 
These subsidy schemes are all dependent 


one on the other. The friends of the Northb- 


ern Pacific will not vote for the Georgian, 
nor the Virginian, nor the Texan jobs, unless 
their measure is passed; hence the consolida- 
tion of these schemes, presenting the greatest 
aggregate amount of plunder ever yet pro- 
posed to be taken. The Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, two years ago, expended 
$750,000 to obtain a subsidy of $500,000 for 
ten years ; they paid down more than 10 per 
cent of the gratuity. How well these other 
subsidy schemes, calling for over $25,000,000 
annually for forty years, can pay, the country 
can judge for itself. 


THE LIMITATION OF CLAIMS. 

Mr. Lawrence, of Ohio, has proposed the 
following as an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion: 

ART. —. No chim against the United States shall be 
paid unless presented in pursuance of law by the 
claimant within ten years after having Jegal right and 
capacity to do so, or within such less period as may be 
prescribed by law. A claim rejected by any author- 
ized officer, or reported adversely by a committee of 
either House of Congress, shall not be re-examined or 
paid unless within six years after such réjection or ad- 
verse report, 


While the proposition is a good one in it- 
self, we fail to see the necessity for a consti- 
tutional amendment to this effect. A law of 
Congress would serve the practical end to be 
attained. 

The securing of an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States is a slow, tedi- 
ious, and uncertain process. It requires two 
or three years before it can become a part of 
the Constitution, and it is necessary that 
three-fourths of the Legislatures of the States 
shall ratify it. Amending the Constitution 
has been resorted to only in great emergen- 
cies and to accomplish ends that could not 
otherwise be attained. In the nmiatter of 
claims, it is doubtful whether such an amend- 
ment would not be opposed by the Democrat- 
ic party and the Southern States as an_ effort 
to undermine their pet schemes of the future. 

It is not unusual for State Leyislatures to 
pass statutes of limitation; we fail to see 
wherein the Legislature of the United States 
lacks the power to do what is virtually the 
same thing; and, having done it, there is no 
likehood that any futpre Congress would re- 
peal it. A claim is neither a contract nor a 
debt, but simply a claim ; and, if Congress 
pass an act providing that claims against the 
United States Government shall be presented 
within a certain time after having a legal 
right and capacity, the Courts, the Depart- 
ments, and Congress itself will be bound 
thereby. The same is true of that part of the 
proposition relating to claims which have 
once been thrown out of Congress. 

We believe it will be right and proper for 
Congress'- to make a law upon the 
model suggested by Mr. Lawrence. 
There should be some definite  termi- 
nation to the manifold. claims growing 
out of the War and those that loom up inthe 
future. We believe it would be no injustice 
to fix the limitation so as to cut off now the 
filing of any new War claims. Any of these 
that ought to be allowed have been filed be- 
fore this time. And we do not believe that 
any Congress, Democratic or otherwise, will 
dare to affront the people by the repeal of 
such a protection. 


THE WABASH AVENUE RAILROAD. 

The passage of the ordinance granting a 
franchise to the present City Railway Com- 
pany to lay a horse-railroad track on Wabash 
avenue from Madison to Twenty-second was, 
both in the manner of its passage and in the 
results it provides, an outrage upon the peo- 
ple of Chicago. The suspicious circum- 
stances attendant upon the passage of the or- 
dinanee give additional credit to the rumors 
that money was freely used to secure Alder- 
men’s votes, and demand that the public and 
the proper officials shall subject the action to 
a close scrutiny. To assist in the proper un- 
derstanding of the case we will recapitulate 
some of the features which tend to confirm 
this view of the case: 

I. It was universally conceded that the 
privilege of constructing a horse-railway on 
Wabash avenue was a valuable franchise. If 
it could be granted at all, it was the property 
of the city. If it had value, that value apper- 
tained to the city in its corporate capacity, 
and it should not have been deeded away 
without some consideration. The value of 
the Wabash avenue franchise was increased by 
the fact that it was the only remaining thor- 
oughfare in the South Division upon which 
the people would consent to have a horse- 
railway. ‘THe Trreune has frequently point- 
ed outthe worth of this franchise, and de- 
manded that the city should receive some 
consideration therefor, recommending espe- 
cially that the company acquiring the right 
should keep the street in repair. The Coun- 
cil deliberately disregarded this value of the 
franchise, and gave it away without any con- 
sideration whatever. 

II. Failing to demand some consideration 
for this valuable franchise, the Council 
ought at least to have reserved some rights 
for the people, to have afforded some pro- 
tection against the abuses of the absolute mo- 
nopoly which they have thus created. But 
they likewise failed to do this; and 
the present City Railway Company, having 
now disposed of every prospect of opposi- 
tion, hold the people of the South Division 
at their mercy, and may with impunity turn 
a deaf ear to all public demands for fairer 
treatment. 

III. The Council cannot urge that nobody 
was willing to pay for the franchise. There 
were three propositions before them: One 
offered to construct and keep in order the 
entire street; another offered to pay 1 per 
cent on its gross receipts into the City Treas- 
ury and one-half of 1 per cent to the Public 
Library; the third offered nothing. The 
Council, coolly ignoring the other offers, 
passed an ordinance giving the right to the 
present City Railway Company,—the party 
which offered absolutely nothing. 

IV. The ordinance passed places a perfect 
monopoly in the hands of the present City 
Railway Company, without even requiring 
them to construct and operate a railroad on 
Wabash avenue. For the ordinance simply 
provides that a track shall be laid from Mad- 
ison street to Congress street within six 
months, which may be done with old iron at 
a ridiculously low price. After this, nothing 
need be done until after the property-owners 
of the street shall have repaved it in its eniire 
length. Meanwhile, the ordinance simply 
serves as a permanent injunction upon all 
other parties eonstructing a street railway 
who would have been willing to repave 
the street themselves, and keep it in order 
permanently, in consideration ci the fran- 
chise. 

V. The old contract between the city and 
the present City Railway Company, provid- 
ing that no railway should be laid on the 
street for twenty years from 1863, cuts no 
figure in the case. If good, the only way in 
which the spirit of the contract could be 
carried out was by refusing to permit the 
track to be laid by any person or corporation. 
If, on the other hand, the contract was in. 


the right of way might just as well have been 
given to those willing to keep the street in 
repair as to the Company which was willing 
to do nothing. 

The fact is, tliat the Common Council de- 
liberately ‘‘ sold out” the interests of the peo- 
ple,—rushing the ordinance through without 
engrossment, because they did not dare sub- 
ject it to public criticism. ‘There is a very 
wide-spread impression that certain of the 
Aldermen divided among themselves the 
money, or a part of the consideration, which 
ought to have gone into the City Treasury. 
Some persons go so far as to specify that the 
sum of $50,000 was expended to secure the 
passage of the ordinance, and two prominent 
members in the Council are pointed outas the 
leaders in the *‘ job.” The circumstances of the 
case warrant a searching investigation of 
these rumors. Meanwhile, it is the duty of 
the Mayor to veto this ordinance in order 
that there may be time for reconsideration. 
The reasons we have given above should de- 
mand this of him without any reference to 
the charges of a corrupt use of money to in- 
fluence the Council. The ordinance should 
never have been passed in the manner it did 
pass, nor should it be of the nature of a 
gratuity to acompany that has no claims upon 
the people. Mayor CoLvin ought to veto the 
ordinance in common deference to the rights 
of the people, as wellas in consideration of the 
scandalous charges and suspicious circum- 
stances attending its passage. 


THE VICKSBURG PROCLAMATION. 

The proclamation of the President order- 
ing the armed mobs in Mississippi to disperse 
is prompt, energetic, and decisive. It is safe 
to assume that it will not be appealed from 
and that it will be obeyed. It is to be hoped 
that it settles the question at Vicksburg, and 
will restore peace and order to that city. It 
will be remembered that the troubles at 
Vicksburg arose from the fact that a mob of 
men ejected the county officials from their 
positions by force, upon the ground that the 
Sheriff’s bond was informal and void, and 
when the Sheriff sought to recover his office 
the massacre of some sixty or eighty blacks 
was the result. Since that time he has been 
kept out of his office. The effect of 
the President’s proclamation is to reinstate 
the county officers. No claim has ever 
been set up that they were not legally elected. 
The authority of the State being powerless 
to protect them, it is the duty of the United 
States to interfere upon the call of the Legis- 
lature. Once reinstated, then the people of 
that county have their remedy in the courts, 
if there is any illegality in the administering 
or the holding of these offices. ‘This is where 
it should have been taken in the first in- 
stance. In place of it, a mob took 
the law into its own hands and ac- 
complished its purposes with violence 
and murder. It now remains to be seen 
whether the people of Vicksburg are 
law-abiding, or whether they are disposed to 
substitute anarchy for peace and order. One 
thing is certain, Sheriff Crossy will be placed 
in his office again, if it takes the whole mili- 
tary force of the United States to accomplish 
it, as he was legally elected. If the people of 
that city can show cause why he should not 
retain it, there is no power to prevent it, but 
it will have to be done by due form of law, 
and not by murder. That is the length and 
breadth of the situation. The proclamation 
fortunately is simple enough for the most 
rabid mobbite and negro-hater in Vicksburg 
to understand. : 


COL. INGERSOLL’S DUEL. 

The recent Cheap Transportation Conven- 
tion at Richmond has had one very singular 
result. Naturally, one would not expect any- 
thing belligerent in discussions on railroads, 
trunk lines, canal locks and tunnels, river im- 
provements, and other such pacific parapher- 
nalia of the carryingtrade. Arguments based 
upon columns of figures and freight tariffs, 
essays written in cool blood from commercial 
standpoints, and correspondence penned un- 
der the inspiration of the length of railroad 
lines, the cost of building canals and boring 
mountains, and the fiery eloquence 
of Grangers, do not ordinarily have 
any effect except a somniferous one upon 
the public at large, and as soporifics they 
usually compare favorably with chloral and 
valerian. Strange as it may seem, however, 
one luckless individual has succeeded, in 
spite of adverse circumstances, in arousing 
Southern blood and getting it up to the 
boiling point. This individual is Col. L. D. 
[Nerrso.1, well known in this city, who went 
to the Convention as a representative from 
Oregon, and the Island of Navasser, adjacent 
to Hayti. The man who is seeking to vin- 
dicate chivalry by sending Col. Inerrsox. to 
that bourne from which return tickets are not 
issued is Mr. R. Burerss, Collector of Internal 
Revenue at Richmond. The offenseliesin the 
fact that Col. Iverrsotn said if Mr. Burerss 
were in Chicago he would be called a 
“bummer.” It does not seem to us that this 
is a very grave or uncommon offense. It will 
be observed that Col. INcersot, made a nice 
distinction. He did not call Mr. Buresss a 
‘*bummer” in Richmond. He did not call 
Mr. Burgess a ‘“‘bummer” atall. He only 
intimated that if Mr. Borerss were in Chi- 
cago he might be called a bummer. Now it 
is possible, if Mr. Burcrss were in Chicago, 
he would not object to being called a bummer. 
Few object to it here; on the other hand, 
the ‘‘bummers” have the best of it, as they 
rule the caucus, control the primaries, sound 
all the war-cries, rally the patriots, hoist 
the flags, gormandize on the pickings 
and stealings, and ride in the barouches when 
Governor-Generals, and Kings, and Dukes 
are received. We have bummers in the 
Council, bummers in the County Board, 
bummers on the Board of Trade, bummers 
everywhere, and not one of them has ever 
objected to the appellation. On the other 
hand, they take a pride in it, especially those 
who are successful in getting office or spoil ; 
and those who are not, keep on bumming 
industriously, hoping at some future time to 
obtain the bummer’s reward. In short, they 
are the ruling classes in this city. Mr. Bur- 
Gress, however, did noté*see it in this light. 
The bare possibility that he might jhave been 
a bummer in Chicago kindled all the 
chivalry which smolders in the Southern 
heart into a brisk blaze, and he sat 
himself down and wrote a note to Col. Incer- 
soLL, demanding to know if he were the 
author of this odious charge,—‘‘ If so, when 
and where can I see you?” This does not 
imply a desire upon Mr. Bureegss’ part to 
make the acquaintance of Col. Incrrsouu for 
social purposes, as some might suppose. It 
is the slang of Southern chivalry. It means — 
retract or fight. It involves a prize-fight 
with pistols in cold weather, which is the 
most uninteresting sort of amusement possi- 
ble at this season of the year, when 
one wants to make Christmas pres- 
ents and New Year’s calls, and has 
the fond hope of living until specie 
payments are resumed. Mr, Incxrsou’s ro-

A LEADER IN THE HOUSE.’ 

We have already expressed the opinion in 
various ways that the result of the recent 
elections will be of the greatest permanent 
good to the Republican party as a political 
organization. Defeat was probably the only 
way in which the party could ever have rid 
itself of weights and attachments that were 
dragging it down; the only way in which the 
disorganizers could have been weeded out, 
and the party reunited under the leadership 
of competent and honorable men for patriotic 
purposes. The daily proceedings of the 
present House of Representatives attest the 
painful consequences of a lack in this 
unity of purpose and combination of 


energies. Among the advantages which 
will accrue to the Republicans as a 
direct result of their defeat is the 


transfer of Mr. Buarnz from the Speaker's 
chair to the floor of the House. A powerful 
minority, enjoying the advantages of his ex- 
perience and counsel, will be able to do the 
country more substantial good than the pres- 
ent Republican majority while pulling away 
at cross-purposes. 

The lack of leadership on the Republican 
side of the House is very apparent at the 
present session. As Mr. Dawes goes out at 
the end of this session, and contemplates a 
permanent retirement from public life, he 
contents himself with his application to com- 
mittee work. Mr. Gagrrecp is much in the 
same position, though he is to be a member 
of the next House. Mr. Burier has not 
only cut loose from the Republican 
party, but the party has happily rid itself of 
responsibility for his vagaries. Keniry is 
likewise severed from full sympathy with the 
party by reason of his individual financial 
theories which he is determined to force upon 
Congress. Mr. Caaries Foster, of Ohio, 
exhibited some brilliant qualities at the last 
session Of Congress, but seems scarcely to 
have the persistence and application neces- 
sary to leadership. E. R. Hoar goes out at 
the end of this session, and Gzorcz F. Hoar 
does not seem to aspire to the conspicuous 
position. Gen. Hawtey, of Connecticut, 


though otherwise very able and well 
suited, has not the necessary eool- 
ness and self-control. Messrs. Bur- 
CHARD, Hare, Farweitt, McCrary, James 


WIxson, and others who will be members of 
the next Congress, are good working mem- 
bers and of distinguished public service, but 
are lacking in parliamentary knowledge and 
the rare qualities which constitute good gen- 
eralship in a deliberative body. 

We believe that the way to the leadership 
of the Republican side of the next House is 
clear for Mr. James G. Buarng, and we are 
inclined to think that he will be able to render 
better service in this capacity than he has as 
Speaker of the House. He will step to 
the front with an vunsullied reputa- 
tion, great popularity, pleasing address, 
great ability, and vast experience. His 
knowledge of parliamentary law will 
enable him to keep the Republicans 
in the line of rule and _ precedent 
which the Democrats will be constantly ig- 
noring and violating. This alone will be 
invaluable in checking the propensities of a 
Democratic House, made up largely of in- 
experienced men, to rush wildly into all sorts 
of schemes. Mr. Butarne will likewise be 
stimulated by the desire to retain on the floor 
a position corresponding to that which the 
Republicans gave him when they were in the 
majority. We therefore expect good results 
from a Republican minority in the next 
House.

THE FRACTIONAL CURRENCY. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, in his an- 
nual report, recommended that the fractional 
currency be withdrawn from circulation. The 
highest amount of this fractional currency 
authorized to be issued is fifty millions of 
dollars, and this maximum has never been 
quite reached. The aggregate of fractional 
currency outstanding on Dec. 1, 1874, was 
$47,385,698. This currency has varied very 
much. The first issne was in 1862, the sec- 
ond in 1863, and the third and fourth issues 
were authorized by the act of 1864. All the 
early issues were called in, that is, upon their 
falling into the hands of the Government new 
notes of the later issues were given for them. 
The five-cent notes, of which there was a 
large issue, were discontinued several years 
ago. Itis curious to notice how slow this 
old currency has been in getting back to the 
Treasury. On the Ist of December, 1871, 
three years ago, the total of fractional cur- 
rency outstanding was as follows:

AID TO EX-CONVICTS, 

As matters are now, the name * peniten, 
tiary” is a satire on the thing go named, 
There is no penitence about the institution, 
and no means of causing penitence, —upless 
indeed, we credit the weekly sermon with 
some such effect. Our prisons are schools 
which educate criminals in crime, A map 
leaves them with the mark of Cain on his 
forehead and the marks of the cane on his 
back. Society has cast him ont. He cannot 
find employment unless he conceals his past, 
If he does so, quick rumor soon tells the story, 
and he must go. It is not strange that he 
returns to the one class—that of criminals— 
which does not reject him. He is in many 
cases forced to subsist by crime, if he 
is to live at all. It is true th 
it is a pity he should wish to live, but this ig 
hardly a matter within public control. Whe 
the breeding of men has become ¢ fine att, 
the State will perhaps take care cf the sur. 
vival of the fittest by putting the infirm and 
the sinful to a painless death. Uni‘l thiscon 
summation of science is a fact, we must meel 
the problem of a great class living by the 
plunder of the rest of the world as best we 
may. The statistics of crime show thats 
large proportion of discharged convicts am 
soon reconvicted. In England, this prope: 
tion is over one-sixth. I¢ is surely worth 
while to try to find some remedy for this,— 
some means of getting convicts out of the 
circle of crime which they now seem almost 
necessarily to tread. 

There are in London two societies which 
aim to provide honest work for discharged 
convicts. Their revenues are small, but they 
doa good work. All the men engaged im 
prison-government in England heartily praise 
them. Out of 453 ex-convicts who were 
aided by these societies during the year end 
ing March 1, 1873, only 8, or less than 2 pet 
cent, have been reconvicted. This number 
will probably be somewhat increased as the 
years goon, but it is a significant and a hope- 
ful fact that 98 out of every 100 men aided 
have managed to pass the perilous years im 
mediately after their discharge without agais 
bringing the hands of the law upon them. 
The true object of a prison is, or should 
be, to deter from crime and to reform tht 
criminal. Under the old system, the oflendet 
received no instruction, and was let loose 0 
the world, when he had served out his tem, 
more of a savage than ever. Under the new, 
he is taught a trade and something imore, bal 
is finally turned adrift only to find all chance 
of practicing his trade denied him. The only 
opportunity he has is an ever-ready one 0 
sin. The State can far better afford to aid 
him in getting something to do than fo sup 
port him through the rest of his life while he 
is doing nothing but steal. We do not argue 
for reckless benevolence. State aid must be 
given sparingly and cautiously, but it should, 
nevertheless, be given. Sir Josuva JEBB, 
an authority on prison discipline, testified be 
fore a Committee of the House of Lords: a 
think assistance to prisoners on their dis 
charge is a necessary complement to any 
good system of prison discipline.”

The New Orleans Conservatives Make 
an Appeal to the Ameri- 
can People. 


They Denounce Their Present Rulers 
as a Horde of Usurpers 
and Robbers; 


Claim that the Action of the Returning

THE RETURNING BOARD. 

New Orieans, La., Dec. 22.—The Returning 
Board to-day threw out Poll No. 4 of Assump- 
tion Parish, which gave the Conservatives 103 
majority, thus defeating two Conservatives and 
electing two Republicans members of the Legis- 
lature. The Conservative majority in the House, 
it is understood, has been reduced to two. 
The eleven parishes yet to canvases elecied 
eighteen Conservatives and one lkepublican to 
the House on the 2d of November. 

ADDRESS OF THE COMMITTEE OF SEVENTY TO THE 
PEOPLE OF THE UNITED STATES, 

The Committee of Seventy, whose representa- 
tive character is well known to the country, call 
the attention of the people of the United States 


to additional wrongs and§ indignities under which 
the race of free people of Louisiana are now suf- 
fering. For two years we have been in vain ap- 
pealing to the President and Congress for relief 
from ths injustice, oppression, and robberies of 
the usurping State Government placed over us 
by the private order of a drunken United States 
Judge written in his chamber, and sustained by 
the United States army brought here beforehand 
for that purpose. This Governor, ineligible un- 
der our Constitution, and 
DEFEATED AT THE POLLS 
by 6,800 majoritv, and by such means installed 
aud maintained in power, had been unable, 
after nearly two years’ misrule, to gain the 
slightest foothold in the confidence’ or 
respect of the people, and as soon as 
the Federal army was withdrawn, within one 
hour, his show of authority and force melted 
into air before the calm determination of an out- 
razed people, and he sought refuge in the sanc- 
tuary of the United States Custom-House.

THE FORTNIGHTLY BUDGET OF NEWS. 

San Francisco, Dec. 22.—The mail steamship 
Vasco De Garna arrived this afternoon from 
Hong Kong, via Yokohama. Her latest dates 
ere Hong Kong, Nov. 25, and Yokohama, 
Dec. 6. 

The attention of the Japanese Government is 
now turned upon the establishment of a Kepre- 
sentative Assembly, which bas been in abeyance 
‘luring the dispute with China. The liklibood is 
that it will come into operation early in the 
apring. 

An important failure has taken place in Tokei. 
The firm is that of Ono & Co. They were es- 
teemed as ranking among the wealthiest and 


safest in the whole country, and a short time 
back, in counection with the Mitsui, the great 
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German bankers, established the so-called 
National Banks, contributing no less than 
21,000,000 towards the capital. 


The Japan (Cazetie,n describing the peace fes- 
tivities, says the streets of the native towns pre- 
sented aa animated and brilliant appearance. 
The night was bright and fine, though chilly, the 
exceedingly muddy state of the thoroughfares 
being the greatest drawback to outdoor enjoy- 
ment. Despite this, the streets were crowded 
with sightseers, among whom not a few foreign- 
ers were to be seen. 

It is pretty well known that on the ist of Jan- 
vary vext the Japanese Government will under- 
take the carrying of postal service between the 
United States and that country, by the terms of 
a convention entered into between the two Pow- 
ers. The mails between San Francisco and Yo- 
kobama, it is understood, will be conveyed, as 
now, in vessels of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company. But, as it is part of the bargain that 
the delivery shall include Shanghai, speculation 
has been rife lately as to what company 
the Postal Department would be likely to select 
for their conveyance to the Shanghai terminus. 
It was rumored that a Japanese steamship com- 
pany was about to be organized on a large scale 
to enter the lists with the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company on that particular line, and that to 
them was to be allotted the duty to arrange the 
mails Chinawards. It was also reported that a 
contract had been entered into between the Gov- 
ernment and the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany fora mail service between Yokohama and 
Shanghai, to leave each end weekly. 

The following items are collated from the 
Hong Kong Daily Press:

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


THE FORCIBLE DETAINER LAWS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

CuicaGo, Dec. 21.—I think the Forcible De- 
tainer laws of this State can be and ought to be 
greatly simplified in their application to the re- 
lations of landlord and tenant. The fact that 
good lawyers differ so widely in their interpreta- 
tions of the import and modus operandi of those 
laws as they now exist, is sufficient proof that a 
piainer and less complicated system is needed. 
Experience shows that defective and ob- 
scure iegislation ig not helped nor 
made conducive to the attainment of 
justice by a systimatic process of patching com- 
monly called “amendments.” It seems to me 
that, in many re a radical cure must be 
applied to our Forcible Detainer laws before the 
purposes of their existence can be y 
attained. 


I would make the following <y prompe on 
this matter, thas the subject is now about 
to be ap discussion with a view te 
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bring about a better and more desirable condi- 
tion of things in that respect : 

First—Do away entirely with the farce called 
* notices to quit.” What sense is there in re- 
quiring a landlord to go to the expense of telling 
his tenant by “ notice in writin that the rent 
is overdue and ought to be paid ? Does not the 
tenant know that fact! Do you see any sense 
in being obliged to tell another man what he 
knows as well as you koow ? I do not. 

Secound—Let the Forcible Detainer summons, 
served personally, or by copy, or by being 
posted upon the premises, stand for all the 
pur of the “* notice.” 

vird—Let the summons be returnable, —so 
as not to be severe on the tenant,—in not less nor 
more than ten days, and let it be served at 
least seven duys before the return day. 

Fourth—Let the tenant have the whole of that 
time in which to save the forfeiture by payment 
of all rent due and accrued costs of the suit. 

Fifth—In cases of appeal, let it be made obli- 
gatory on the tenant to perfect his appeal within 
twenty-four hours after the judgment against 
him. 

Sizth—Every appeal so taken must be per- 
fected in the Appellate Court, and never before 
the Justice of the Peace, aad let the Justice's 
transcript be filed at the same time, as a nec- 
essarv element in perfecting the appeal, 

Seventh—Let the security on the appeal bond 
state—as pnow—under oath asto his qualifica- 
tions to go on the bond; let bis affidavit, show- 
ing his ability, and his place of residence, be 
filed with the bond, which should be kept up, 
pending the appeal,to the sum of double the 
amount of rent and costs. 

Evghth—Let the bond from the moment of its 
filing become and operate as a lien with 
equal and biuding force upon the real and per- 
sonal estate of the security as upon the property 
of the appellant, or tenant. 

Ninth—When the case is reached, and deter- 
mined in the Court of Appeal, let a judgment 
be rendered at the same time, for the amount of 
rent found due, against both tenant and security 
ag principals, and let an execution issue thereon 
asio ordinary cases; and, if the appeal shall have 
been found to be taken for delay and vexation, 
then let 10 per cent damages, by way of smart- 
money, be assessed upon the amount of rent 
proven due, and added thereto as a part of the 
judgment, 

Tenth—Let the landlord be free to collect his 
judgment by law, from both or either, as he 
would be in ‘all other cases where he had ob- 
tained a judgment, against two or more joint 
debtors, in his favor. 

I tnink if the ideas contained in the foregoing 
suggestions were plainly embodied in a law, not 
emanvating from the Temple of Janus, that there 
would be far fewer needless appeals in Forcible 
Detainer cases, because, when bondsmen knew 
for a certainty that they must pay, then they 
would be more cautious about assisting ‘* dead 
beats” to rob honest men of their just rights.

PRESCRIPTIONS BY A SUCCESSTUL PHYSICIAN. 
To the Kditor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Cuicaao, Dec. 22.—As diphtheria is making its 
appearance in a very malignant form over our 
country, I would like to relate some of my ex- 
periences with this fearful malady. In the year 
1846 I was a medical student in a country village 
situated on a beautiful hill in Ohio, a place 
noted for its health and freedom from endemics 
and epidemics. In the spring of that year there 
came an endemw of malignant erysipelas, being 
almost without an exception confined to the vil- 


lage. It was so malignant that some died within 
thirty-e8ix hours from the time of the attack. 

One day, after my preceptor had lost an es- 
timable wife, he remarked to bis partner, in my 
presence, *‘I have no control over this terrible 
disease, and God only knows how long my own 
famuy will be exempt from its fearful ravages. 
I am going to change my treatment at once, and 
instead of using alterativea and depletants, I 
will use tonica, antisepticsa, etc.” The change 
was a very fortunate one, for he saved all of his 
cases after this, whereas be had lost all before. 

About ten years later 1 met my first case of 
diphtheria, and diagnosed it malignant erysip- 
elas, and treated it as such, with the exception 
of some local applications to the throat. The 
recovery was about a rapid as my cases of malig- 
nant erysipelas bad been. I soon discovered my 
mistake in diagnosis, but as my treatment was 
successful I coatinned it in my subsequent cases 
with equal success. 

My friends who are acquainted with my suc- 
cess occasionally write me for prescriptions for 
dipatheria. I send them prescriptions like the 
foliowing, with the advice that they get them 
tilled at once, and as soon as aitacked commence 
their use and send for a good phvsician : 

R. Sulphate of quinine, twenty-four grains; chlor- 
ate of potasea, one-half drachm ; piperine, five grains ; 
pulverized myrrh, three grains; mix, and divide iato 
sixteen powders, Take one every two or three hours, 
alternating with the cordial. 

RK. Tincture of Cayenne pepper, spirits of camphor, 
spirits of chlorofurm Br, P., compound spirits of 
lnvender—of each one-half ofa fluid ounce; spirits of 
peppermint, two fluid drachms, Take from one-third 
to one teaspoonful in water—sweetened, if preferred— 
every two or turee hours, alternating with the pow- 
dere, 

R. Chlorate of potassa, one drachm; tincture of 
Cayenne pepper, two fluid drachmsa; compound tinc- 
ture of cardamom, one fluid ounce; camphor-water, 
two fluid ounces, Use as a gargle one teaspoonful in 
a wine-glass of water every four or six hours, 

A muetard paste should be applied to the 
throat at oace, and followed by a compress of 
salt and water. The dose given in each formula 
is for an adult. For achild 2 years old, one pow- 
der should be divided into seven, and the direc- 
tions for taking the same as for an adult. About 
this ratio tor the dose should be observed for 
.the intervening ages. The dose of the cordial 
for a child 2 years old is taree drops in a tabie- 
spoonful of sweetened water, to be given be- 
tween the times of taking the powders; this had 
better be given in three separate doses instead 
of one. As the child cannot use the gargle, one 
drop should occasionally be given in a tea- 
spoonful of water; this is to be increased ac- 
cording to the age of the child. 

There are persons whose idiosyncracies or 
constitutional peculiamties will not admit of 
the use of quinine; for such let salicin be sub- 
stituted, and for those who cannot take cam- 
phor or peppermint, the compound tincture of 
cardamom may be substituted for either one, in 
the cordial formulary. 

Afier the use of these remedies for two or 
three days, the bowels should be moved by some 
mild catbartic, and as the disease is somewhat 
subdued, let the interval between the giving of 
the doses be longer. In cases that are anaemic 
or debilitated, take, in addition to the other rem- 
edies, ten drops of the muriate tincture of iron, 
in a wine-glass of water every six hours, 

The diet should be generous from the begin- 
ning of the attack, and that which will tax the 
stomach as little as possible in digesting it. 
Beef-tea should be well salted and liberally 
given. I would suggeat the following method 
for making beef-tea, as being the best: Take 
one pound of lean steak, pound it thoroughly, 
add one pint of cold water, set it over the fire, 
salt it, and stir constantly until it comes to the 
boiling point, when remove from the fire and 
pour off. Persons addicted to the use of alco- 
holic stimulants will be benefited by a cup of 
milk-punch occasionally. The temperature of 
the room shouid be made comfortable for the 
patient; kesping it the same temperature 
throughout the continuation of the disease, 
avoiding all drafts of air. 

Cleanliness should be strictly observed.

FUNERAL SERVICES AT GRACE CEURCH. 

“The funeral of the late J. B. Rice, member of 
Congress from the First District of Illinois, took 
nlace from Grace (Episcopal) Church yesterday 
morning, a large number of friends and city of- 
ficials participating in the attendant services. 
The remains were conveyed from the residence 
of John W. Odell, No. 615 Wabash ave- 
nue, followed by a large number of carriages, 
and were met at the door of the church by the 
Rev. Dr. Locke, the Rev. Mr. Todd, his assistant, 
and the Rev. Mr. Brooks, Rector of St. James’. 
Headed by the clergy, the cortege marched 
slowly up the aicle, Dr. Locke reciting, ‘* I am 
the resurrection and the life,” the choir singing 
the responses.

HIS PLEA OVERRULED, 

The libel case of N. K. Fairbank vs. W. F.

This is a motion to quash the indictrnent in this case, 

The indictmeut alleges that the defendant, by print- 
iDg, published on a certain day in the County of 
Cook the supposed libel “in a certain newspaper of 

neral circulation called and known as the Chicago 
mea.” It is urged by the learned counsel of the de- 

fendant that this allegation is insufficient, because it 
does not appear that the Chicago T:mes was publish- 
ed or circulated in the County of Cook, 

The objection is not well taken. It was entirely un- 
mecessary to aliege that the libel was published in the 
Chicago Times. The question is, Was it published ? 
How and by what means it was published are matters 
of proof. If it should turn out on the proof 
that no copies of the Chicago /iimes were, on the occa- 
sion charged, circulated or distributed in the County 
of Cook, then there wovid be no publication. 

The indictment would have been good if the pleader 
had stopped when he alleged that the libei was pub- 
lished, without undertaking to show how it was pub- 
lished, The rule is well settled that all unnecessary 

‘words may, either on trial or arrest of judgment, be 
as surplusage if the indictment would be 
mn) striking them out. (Wharton's Crim. Law, 

The other objections are equally untenable, The of- 
femse is charged in the language of the statute, and 

the indictment concludes properly in alleging the act 
complained of to be contrary to the statute. 

The motion to quash is overruled. 

Mr. Asay, of counsel for Mr. Storey, entered a 
lea of not guilty on behaif of his client, and, 
y agreement of counsel, the case was adjourn- 

ed until the January term of the Court.

waik the streets for an hour without meeting a 
patrolman. A gentieman agreed to take the bet 
if he would make it a sealskin cap, and make 
the time limit ten minutes. Tne offer was ac- 
cepted, and he led the householder to the near- 
est saloon, where they found three. 


A systematic man living in the Tenth Ward, 
wearied of being roused from hia sleep Sunday 
morning by hearing bis wife chop up herring- 
boxes for kindling on the kitchen floor, s process 
resulting in invariable injury to her fingers 
(which would heal) and the oil-cloth (which 
wouldn’t), split her up a four days’ supply Sat- 
urday night. Sunday he slept in peace, and had 
a smoking breakfast on rising. At 11, just as he 
had finished sbaving, and was going to church 
to take the taste of the Sunday papers out of 
his soul, his wife asked him if he wouldn't split 
some more kindling. She had cooked the break- 
fast with nothing but kindling—it made such a 
nice fire. 


A union prayer-meeting was held vesterday 
afternoon at the First Methodist Church, eorner 
of Clark and Washington streets. The meeting 
was led by the Rev. LE. J. Goodspeed. Among 
the notable features of the meeting was a short 
address by Dr. Goodwin, in which he assumed 
that the public press had discouraged a revival 
of religion, or the progress of church work. 
Before adjournment it was agreed to hold 
union preachers’ meetings at the same place 
every Monday at 2:30 p.m. It was also recom- 
mended that on Friday of the week of prayer 
an all-day union meeting be heldin the First 
Church. The attendance at the meeting yester- 
day was meagre, especially of the ministry. 


The Committee of One Hundred, appointed 
Friday evening last as the managing body of 
the Temperance movement about to be in- 
augurated in this city, held a meeting in the 
Paimer House yesterday afternoon. The ma- 
jority of the Committee were present,—as in- 
fluential a body of citizens as has ever 
assembled in Chicago to discuss the Temper- 
ance question, and arrange plans for 
the campaign. The Kev. Glen Wood 
presided, and Mr. A. Paxton acted as 
Secretary. The Sub-Committee on Constitution 
and By-laws presented a report which after some 
discussion was found to be imperfect and was 
referred back. The next meeting will be held at 
the Paimer House on the first Monday in Jan- 
Wary, 1875,at 4 p.m. It is expected that the 
complete organization of all the temperance so- 
Cieties will be effected at that meeting.

Two of 
them patrolled beats that conjoined at the saloon 
corner, 80, a8 he said, that was legitimate enough, 
but the third’s district ended four blocks south. 
While the hourebolder was endeavoring to 
account for the phenomenon of the appear- 
avce of the third man he was surprised 
to hear the third mansay: ‘* Well, boys, let's 
go over toSmithy’s,”—another saloon four blocks 
further north,—*' they've got good beer there to- 
night.” The householder subsequently remark- 
ed that he was 2o much surprised that he was 
walking off without waiting for his change, a 
mistake that, perhaps, would not have been dis- 
covered had he not inadvertently taken another 
—avuda larger—pitcher than his own. He has 
since thought over the question till his hat is too 
large, without being able to solve the mystery. 
‘‘In materialization,” he writes, *‘ I thought I 
hadaclew. Ithought that perhaps while his 
fleshly body was moldering against a lamp-post 
on Fifty-eighth street, his materialized body was 
leaning against a saloon-counter on Fiftievh 
street, but just as I began to rejoice in the cer-

INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 

The following communication from the Hon. 
J. D. Caton, ex-Chief-Justice of Lilinois, was 
yesterday received by the Executive Committee 
of the Citizen's Association and by them referred 
to the Committee on Amendments to the General 
Law for municipal organization : 

Franklin Mac Veagh, President Citizens’ Association : 

Deak Six: Referring to the conversation we hada 
few evenings since on the subject of city finances, 
allow me to repeat that, ag the law now stands, I can 
see no safe mode by which the city can realize any- 
thing for the use of the money unemployed in the 
Treasury, nor indeed does the bond which the Treas- 
urer is required to give afford a sure guarantee for its 
protection, 

It seeras to me to be perfectly practicable, by a very 
simple mode, to secure the city a reasonable interest 
on its idle finances, and atthe same time render the 
principal perfectly secure, indepengent of the Treas- 
urer’s bond, and relieve his sureties of the great liabili- 
ties to which they are constantly exposed, I would 
suggest the same mode which individuals are con- 
stuntly in the habit of adopting with their own funds 
which are temporarily unemployed, Let a law be 
passed which shall require the Comptroller to invest 
the surplus money in the Treasury from time to time 
in United States bonds, which he shali sell as funds 
are required. Experience shows that in the long run 
he will realize on the investment previsely the rate of 
interest which the bonds bear on their faces, less the 
commissions for buying and selling, notwithstanding 
any fluctuations which may occurin their market 
value, lL made the same sugyestion to Comptroller 
Hayes last spring when he told me that he had pre- 
pared a bilifor the purpose suggested, and sent it to 
Springfield, but it went out of sight, It seems to me 
that the suggestion is worthy of the consideration of 
the citizens of Chicago, and, should it meet their ap- 
proval, I presume there would be no diffcutly in 
securing the necessary legislation to carry it out. Very

THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The Board of Health failed to meet yesterday 
afternoon, owing to the absence of a majority of 
the members at the funeral of the late J. B. 
Rice. The regular weekly meeting will take 
place Thursday afternoon. The Sanitary Super- 
intendent’s report shows that during the week 
there were 93 deaths, a decrease of 4 from the 
total of the preceding week. Of these there 
were males, 53: females, 40; married, 41; 
single, 52; colored,4; underl year of age, 22. 
By diseases: Consumption, 13; convulsions. 8 ; 
croup, 3; typhoid fever, 4; diphthena, 2. The 
mortality was greatest in the Seventh, Eighth, 
Nintb, and Fifteenth Wards. The mean ther- 
mometer for the week was 34.4 degrees. There 
was but ove case of emall-pox, and the patient 
was immediately removed to the hospital as 
soon as it appeared. . 

The Health Officer’s report shows that during 
the week 240 nuisauce-notices were served, 214 
nuisances abated, and the average quantities of 
meats and vegetables condemned. ‘The Sanitary 
inspectors report that the sanitary condition of 
the city is good, and that the work of examining 
the pupils of the schools is rapidly progressing. 
A great aumber of vaccinations have been made, 
some by the Inspector, but the majority by 
family physicians. 

The Sanitary Committee of the Board will in- 
troduce at its pext meeting a resolution request- 
ing the Board of Public Works to ciean out the 
sewer emptying into the river south of Halsted 
Street bridge. It is claimed that it is from this 
sewer that the obnoxious smells emanate 
every evening, startling grown-up people, putting 
little children to bed early, and cailing down im- 
precations on the uselessuess of the Chicago 
Board of Health. 

‘* WHAT IS THE BOY WORTH ? ” 

Salter bad a boy who was not worth the starch 
in his shirt-collarto anyone.

He 
had been gone just fourteen minutes bv the 
watch. itis astonishing how much eussedness 
a good healthy boy can accomplish in fourteen 
minutes. As Salter approacned tae door he 
heard a medley of indescribable sounds within 
his office. He opened the door, and there was 
that Noble boy flying around the room with the 
broom after a strange cat. As he entered, the 
boy shouted, *‘ Doggon it, boss, hurry up and 
shut the door, or shell get ouw O 
Lord, can’t she skin around, though?” And, 
making a pass at the cat with the broom, be 
smashed all the glass out of the book-case. Did 
Salter get mad? Oh, no! He kept his temper, 
but he started for that boy, and the boy, think- 
ing that he was after the cat, too, got more ex- 
cited than ever, and yelled: ** There she goes, 
blast ber old hide. Head her off, boas, head her 
off! O, glory! ain’t we having a time! ” and, 
making another pass at the cat, he hit Salter on 
the head with the broom, aod, ruuning against 
him, upset him into the coal-scuttle aud rushed 
on. ‘The cat, making the circuit of the room be- 
fore Salter had time to arise, dashed across his 
outstretched body, and ripped great gashes in 
his pants and shirt-bosom with her claws,—the 
boy, following close after her, fell over him. 
Picking himseif up, he sat down to take a rest, 
while the cat, hiding on top of the book-case, 
mewed piteousiy. Then Salter arose. He did 
not let his temper get the betterof his judgment, 
but he was very pale, aud trembled perceptibly. 
He reached for the boy. He got a firm grip on 
his collar, and started for the door. When he 
got outside he placed that noble boy in frunt of 
him and kicked him clear out of his coat. Then 
he dragged him to the stairs and pitched him 
down a flight of ten steps, and then jumped 
down onto him, ‘lhen he plucked out a handful 
of the boy’s hair, and tossed him out on to the 
walk. The boy picked himself up, gazed wist- 
fuily up the stairs, and, while great tears of sor- 
row rolled down his cheeks, he sighed, ‘** What a 
bully time I could a had with that cat.”

AUSTIN. 

The action of State’s Attorney Reed in the 
matter of certain persons who have been, as he 
claims, illegally discharging the duties pertain- 
ing to the office of Constable, has produced a 
feelipg of uneasiness in the minds of some of 
the offenders. Information of an ingenious 
plan by which one of taem hopes to escape the 
punishment of the law bas reached a reporter 
of Tug Traisune. Jobn W. Laimbeer, of Oak 
Park, in the ‘Lown of Cicero, for some time prior 
to the action of the State’s Attorney iilegally 
discharged the duties of a Constable, his term 
as such officer having expired. He has lately 
been casting about for some means of escape 
from the impending danger, With the aid of 
a prominent citizen he has succeeded in 
inducing Louis ~ of Austin, to resign the 
oftice of Constable. The resignation was signed 
Dec. 14. Mr. Laimbeer has placed it in the 
hands of the County Clerk. Mr. Alfred Randall, 
Mr. Laimbeer’s father-in-law, is now exertiog 
himsel? to his utmost to have a special election 
held for the purpose of choosing a succeseor to 
Mr. Ledeskv, and has kindly furnished the Clerk 
of Cicero with a notice, which only wants the 
name of the Clerk to be complete, to the judges 
of election, informing them of the vacancy, and 
calling for a specia! election. 

It is hoped by Mr. Laimbeer and his friends 
that he may be elected to fill the vacancy occa- 
sioned by Mr. Ledesky’s resignation, and that in 
such an event the proceedings now pending may 
be dismissed so far as they relate to him. 

It may be of interest to add that when Mr. 
Ledesky made some complaint on account of the 
manner in which he had been led to resign, Mr. 
Laimbeer gave him a bill of sale of two horses, a 
wagon, and a set of barness ; and also that for 
the best of reasons he considers the chattels 
enumerated entirely worthless. 

Those acquainted with the facts im the case 
condemp the action of ail concerned in their at- 
tempt to foist upon the Town of Cicero as Con- 
stable a man who has been illegally discharging 
the duties of an office to which he failed to be re- 
elected, and which he now desires to bold in or- 
der that he may escape the punishment of the 
law. 

HYDE PARK. 

The Trustees held a short session Monday 
eveuing, not beginning the same till well on to- 
ward midnight, the previous hours having been 
spent in waiting for aquorun. The auditing of 
bills was the chief matter of business transact- 
ed, and a!l questions of general interest were 
left in quiet.

The authorities say that 
not a giass of anything stronger than cider or 
pop can be obtained for love or money, and are 
living in the pleasant faith tbat the saloons are 
doing a strictly temperance business. This is a 
good story for the ‘* marines.”

Long 
before the hour of assembling of the Court 
every available seat, and every inch of 
standing room, both within and _  with- 
out the bar was occupied. The auditory was 
composed of that promiscuous lot of humanity 
which never assembles anywhere except to 
listen to the details of some trial which is ex- 
pected to develop circumstances and facts 
wherein persous more or less notorio’1s are con- 
cerned.
